In honour of the Most Noble Marquis Corn- 
wallis, K. 0 ., Governor- General of India, 
from September MDCCLXXXVI to 
October MDCOXCIII, who, by an ad- 
ministration uniformly conducted on the 
principles of wisdom, equity and Bound 
polioy, improved the internal resources of 
the country/ promoted the happiness of its 
inhabitants, conciliated the friendship of 
the native powers, confirmed the attach- 
ment of tfee allies of the Company, and 
established the- reputation of the British 
name in Hindustan for good faith and 
moderation by fixing in perpetuity the 
public demand for the landed revenue. 
He gave to the proprietors of the soil 
for the first time a permanent interest in 
it, and by the formation of a code of ' 
regulations for every department of the 
Government, he bestowed on the natives 
of India the benefit of a constitution and 
a security before unknown in the enjoy- 
ment of their rights and property. 
Forced into a war by the unprovoked 
aggression of Tippoo Sultan, his eminent 
military talents in the conduct of it were 
no less conspicuous than his moderation 
in victory. As a lasting memorial of 
these important services, and as a testi- 
mony of their respect and esteem for a 
Governor-General under whose adminis- 
tration public spirit was encouraged and 
merit liberally r rewarded, this statue was 
erected by the British inhabitants of 
Bengal, A.D. MDCCC1II.

The marble pavement below this spot was 
placed here by Lord Curzon, Viceroy 
and Governor-General of India, to 
mark the site of the prison in Old Fort 
William known as the Black Hole, in 
which 146 British inhabitants of Calcutta 
were confined on the night of the 20th 
June 1756, and from which only 23 
came out alive. 

The pavement marks the exact breadth of the 
prison, 14 feet 10 inches, but not its full 
length, 18 feet, about one-third of the 
area at the north end being covered by 
the building on which this tablet is fixed. 

Behind the gateway immediately adjoining 
this spot is the site of the Black Hole 
prison in Old Fort William. 

The brass lines in the adjacent, steps and 
pavement mark the position and extent of 
part of the south-east bastion of Old Port 
William. The extreme south-east point 
beiDg 95 feet from this wall.

In honour of the Most Noble Marquis Cornwallis, 
k.g., Governor-General of India, from September 
MDCCLXXXVI to October MDCCXCIII, who, by 
an administration uniformly conducted on the prin- 
ciples of wisdom, equity and sound policy, improved 
the internal resources of the country, promoted the 
happiness of its inhabitants, conciliated the friend- 
ship of the native powers, confirmed the attachment 
of the allies of the Company, and established the 
reputation of the British name in Hindustan for good 
faith and moderation by fixing in perpetuity the 
public demand for the landed revenue. He gave to 
the proprietors of the soil for the first time a perma- 
nent interest in it, and by the formation of a code of 
regulations for every department of the Government, 
he bestowed on the natives of India the benefit of a 
constitution and a seourity before unknown in the 
enjoyment of their rights and property. Forced into 
a war by the unprovoked aggression of Tippoo 
Sultan, his eminent military talents in the oonduot 
of it were nolesB conspicuous than his moderation in 
victory. As a lasting memorial of these important 
services, and as a testimony of their respect and 
esteem for a Governor-General under whose adminis- 
tration public spirit was enoouraged and merit liber- 
ally rewarded, this statue was erected by the British 
inhabitants of Bengal, A.D. MDCCC1H.

William Griffith distinguished by the zeal and activity 
with which he imparted the knowledge he had hims elf 
acquired by personal investigation in the different 
provinces of British India, and in the neighbouring 
kingdoms from the banks of the Helmund and Oxus 
to the Straits of Malaoca where, in the capacity of 
Civil Assistant Surgeon he died 9th February 1845, 
in the 34th year of his age, and the 13th year of his 
public service in India. His early loss was deeply 
deplored by the head of the Government of India, 
and by the leading natural historians of his time.

As Secretary to the British Indian Association, &s a 
member of the Municipal Corporation, as a journalist, 
and as a legislator, he brought to the service of bis 
country a cultivated understanding, great talents, 
untiring industry, and a lofty patriotism.

War, to the suooeesful termination of which nis 
exertions had eminently contributed, fell a victim to 
bis devotion in the servioe of his country, beloved, 
respected and admired.

Henry Uoyd Loring, d. d., First Arohdeaoon of 
Calcutta, died 4th September 1822, aged 38 years. 
“An humble, pure and heavenly-minded heart,” 
Beloved in life and lamented in death, this amiable 
Christian has left an impression on the hearts of 
those who knew him, whioh no time can effaoe. It 
is written in the deepest lines on them who in defer- 
ence to the humility of his charaoter, yet anxious to 
record his virtues, have placed this simple tablet. 

This cenotap was erected by the Officers of the 
Neemuch Field Foroe in honour of their Commander 
Lieutenant-Colonel John Ludlow, c.b. This distin- 
guished officer entered the Bengal Army on the 16th 
of February 1795 and his oareer was marked by an 
ardent devotion to the duties of a soldier, a generous 
enthusiasm and unabating zeal which shed a lustre 
on the profession to whioh he belonged by his heroic 
intrepidity in the arduous oontest between the 
British troops and those of the Raja of Nepaul in 
the years 1814 and 1815. He obtained the unquali- 
fied approbation of the Supreme Government of 
India and the Honours of the Bath from his 
Sovereign. His life fell a sacrifice to the energy of 
his spirit, which led him into the field at the head of 
his Division, whilst suffering under a painful and 
dangerous illness, under whioh he sunk in oamp at 
Barode on the 22nd of September 1821 in the 44th 
year of his age. Just and inflexibly firm, yet tempe- 
rate and mild in the exeroise of his authority, he 
ensured the respect whilst he conciliated the attach- 
ment of the troops under his command. The virtues 
that adorned his private life endeared him to his 
family and friends by whom he was sipcerely esteem* 
ed and beloved and who whilst they unfeignedly 
mourn his loss, warmly cherish his remembrance.

he had, with his own hand, slain the chief of the 
enemy. In the various duties of life as a man, a 
soldier and a Christian, the eminent qualities of the 
amiable and lamented Showers conspicuously shown, 
firm in honor, sincere in friendship, ardent in his 
professional duties and humble and fervent in those 
of a higher nature, the prominent features of his 
character were benevolence, zeal and piety and his 
deserved portion was the love, the esteem and the 
respect of all who knew him.

Mr. Stirling 
held the office of Persian Secretary to Government 
and Deputy Secretary in the Secret and Political 
Department. Throughout his career in life he was 
not only eminently distinguished by great talents, 
but by urbanity of manners and exoellanoe of disposi- 
tion. While his loss as a public servant will be felt 
by Government, his private virtues will be cherished 
by a numerous circle of acquaintances who loved him 
for his worth and admired him for his great 
acquirements.
